Five Killed and 21 


Injured in Trio of 
Airplane Accidents 


Freak Snowstorm on East 
Coast Held Responsible 


For Sky Mishaps 


(By 1'\c Associated Press) 


Five persona were killed and 21 


injured in three plane crashes last 
night .during- a sudden blinding 
snowstorm that engulfed 
large 


areas of *He east coast. 


The 
-vorst ' accident was at 


Carmel. r> ./., where a Nationwide 
Air Transport Service, Inc., pas- 
senger plane crashed in a wooded 
area, killing the co-pilot and two 
passengers and injuring 19 other 
persons. 


A small private plane bound 


from AIL Pleasant, Mich., to Flor- 
ida, crashed in Scott county, Va., 
killing its two occupants. 


At Jones Beach, bathing resort 


near New York, 16 .persons escap- 
ed serious injury as an American 
Airlines plane made a crash land- 
ing on the beach a few feet from 
the water. Only the pilot and co- 
pilot were injured and the steward- 
ess and 13 passengers were un- 
hurt. 


The ' freak snowstorm, accom- 


panied by rain and sleet, covered 
an area estimated by the weather 
bureau in New York to extend as 
far as 250 miles from that city. 


One Escapes Injury 


Only one person on the plane 


that crashed at Carmel escaped in- 
jury as the ship skimmed over a 
farm house and ploughed through 
50 yards of woodland, leaving 
sheared trees in its wake. 


Passengers extinguished a small 


fire and the fuselage remained in- 
tact although the left wing was 
torn off and the nose crumpled in 
the crash. 


The crash landing at 
Jones 


Beach came when the plane had 
only a five-minute fuel supply left. 
The pilot dropped flares and man- 
aged to spot the beach through 
the heavy storm. 
The pilot suf- 


fered a lip laceration and the co- 
pilot lacerations and a possible 
concussion-

for Los .Angeles,'but turned back 
wnen it \wJb "unable iv laSid at 
Washington en route.'

Taxes Recommended 


by President Today 


Wartime Levies Will Ex- 


pire June 30 If Not 


Again Legalized 


Washington, Jan. 6—(AP) — 


Continuance for another year of 
51,500,000,000 in annual wartime 
excise taxes on such consumer 
items as liquor, furs and cosmetics 
was recommended today bv Presi- 
dent Truman. 


Without 
congressional taxes, 


these excises will roll back auto- 
matically July 1. ' On liquor, for 
example, the tax will drop from 59 
to S6 a proof gallon. That means 
from $1.80 to $1.20 on a fifth of 
bonded whisky. 


In his annual message to con- 


gress, however. Truman made no 
reference to the Republican pro- 
posal to cut 
individual income 


taxes by roughly 20 per cent or 
59,350,000,000. Instead, the presi- 
dent declared an intention to bal- 
ance the budget and make a sub- 
stantial payment on the national 
debt. 


In his message delivered per- 


"One of the first things," she 


told a reporter, "will be to lift 
the S200 Ceiling on allowances 
for on-the-job-training. It is man- 
ifestly unfair."

President Truman, today called on 
the Republican-controlled congress 
to enact a four-point labor pro- 
gram designed to prevent strikes 
which stifle the nation's economy. 


Appearing- in person before a 


joint session of the senate ana 
house. Truman proposed: 


1. Enactment of legislation out- 


lawing the jurisdictional strike as 
"indefensible." 


2. Enactment of further legisla- 


tion prohibiting secondary boycotts 
which involve "unjustifiable objec- 
ties." He said boycotts which are 
intended to protect wage rates and 
working conditions should be dis- 
tinguished from those furthering 
jurisdictional disputes. 


3. Legislation providing machin- 


ery whereby unsettled 
disputes 


over existing collective bargaining 
agreements may be referred "by 
either party to final and binding 
arbitration" and extensive of facili- 
ties within the labor department 
for assisting collective bargaining-. 


4. Provision by congress for the 


appointment of a temporary joint 
commission to inquire into the en- 
tire field of labor-management re- 
lations and to make legislative 
recommendations not later' than 
March 15. -

Cautions Congress

You can get a com- 
fortable room now nearly any- 
where upon advance notice, with- 
out standing m line. With dimin- 
ishing frequency lines 
cue 
for 


some restaurants and tram din- 
ers. But the food is much better. 
The meat situation was certainly 
solved by abandonment of OPA as 
far as supply needs were involved 
at least. 
Good bakery products 


are available, also cheese, fruits 
and vegetables. 


The first faint shadows of price 


readjustment are discernible also. 
Some confusing prophesies on but- 
ter, egg and other prices are in j 
circulation but both are . tending 
downward. Grades are much im- 
proved. Sugar is scarce, yet few 
people go without, I noticed. It is 
available on nearly every public 
table, and no restriction is gener- 
ally being placed on its use. 


For the first time in many a 


year, bargain shopping is possible 
in 
department 
stores. 
Men's 


shirts are short in supply every- 
where. Yet on an odd lots counter 
I picked up some excellent qual- 
ity in Minneapolis. However, the 
great availability of cheap stuff 
in- this and other retail lines re- 
quires all buyers to beware. Candy 
is more readily obtainable in bet- 
ter quality than in the east, where 
cheap grades especially are still 
far below standard. You can even 
get a fountain pen in some stores 
out here without paying $100 or

triot, DaviC Kennison": 
"David Kennison was born in 1836 
in oSTew Hampshire. 
His boyhood 


was spent in New Lebanon, Maine. 
He was 37 years old at the time of 
the Boston Tea Party, in which he 
took pait. He managed to salvage 
a handful of these leaves, which 
he treasured for many years, later 
giving them to the Chicago His- 
torical museum. 


"In 1780 Kennison joined the 


Minute Men of Paul Revere. Dur- 
ing the Revolution he fought at 
the siege of Boston, at Bunker Hill, 
at White Plains, West Point and 
Long Island. He carried dispatches 
for General Washington, for Pres- 
cott, Montgomery and LaFayette. 
He was present at the surrender of 
Cornwallis. Kennison re-enlisted in 
the regular army in 1804 and was 
stationed at Fort Dearborn. He 
was one of the 29 survivors of the 
Fort Dearborn massacre. 


"He lived to be one hundred and 


fifteen j'ears of age. He was given 
a military funeral on February 27, 
1852, and was buried in the Chi- 
cago cemetery which is now part 
of Lincoln park. A large boulder 
on which is a bronze tablet, marks 
his grave. He is one of the few- 
veterans of \these early wars Illi- 
nois can claim."

and the motor of his car running, 
Bushman was changing a . tire 
when he began to feel the effects, 
of the gas. Making his way out 
of the garage, he stumbled to his 
house, where he collapsed. 


Other members of the . family 


quickly summoned Dr" E. A_ Flex- 
man. who made a hurried trip to 
the farm with Mayor and Fire 
Chief William Ewers and the new 
inhaJator. They worked with the 
inhalator for 4S minutes 
before 


Bushman finally revived. He is on 
the road to recovery. 


Movement for the purchase of 


an inhalator was started by local 
firemen and the Commercial club. 
Raising funds through a variety 
of contributions, proponents of the 
purchased finaJJy secured enough 
money fof the apparatus. 


The inhaJator arrived shortly be- 


fore Christmas.

Congress Business 


Each Party Hat Group 


In Each House To 


Determine Stand 


Washington, Jan. 6—(AP)—You 


only hear of the four steering 
committees in congress from time 
to time. 


But they just about run the 


show. 


The Republicans have a steer 


ing committee in the senate, an 
other in the house. The Democrats 
have one each in the house anc 
senate, too. 


(They are not like the regular 


congressional committees, such as 
the agriculture and appropriations 
committees. 


(Those regular committees are 


made up of Republicans suid Demo- 
crats. 
They have hearings and 


put bills in shape for both houses 
to vote on.) 


Strictly Political 


The steering committees are 


political, made up strictly along 
party lines. 


In each house each party puts 


about 15 of its top men on its 
steering- committee. 


For example: The Republican 


steering committee in the senate 
is made up of about 15 top Re- 
publican senators. 


In each house these committees 


do the so-called 
quarterbacking 


for their parties on the big prob- 
lems coming up. 


They decide whether their party 


members in house or senate should 
be for or against something when 
the issue is important. 


When the 15-man committee 


makes a decision, word is passed 
on to the other party members 
who are not on the committee. 


And they usually follow the 


committee's say-so. For example: 


Last week there was the ques- 


tion of Senator Bilbo, Mississippi 
Democrat. Should lie be allowed 
to take his seat? 


Determine Party Stand 


The senate Republican steering 


committee decided "Ko," that the 
Republican senators should fight 
to keep him out. They did. 


Look for the same thing to hap- 


pen on any of the major bills 
which may come up. 


The'reason you don't hear of the 


steering committees very often is 
this: They meet only on major 
problems. 


These men will head the four 


steering committees: 
>. Republicans—In the senate, Sen. 
Robert A. Taft, Ohio; in the house, 
Rep. Joseph Martin of Massa- 
chusetts. He's also speaker of the 
house. 


Democrats—In the senate, Sen. 


Albin BarMey, Kentucky; in the 
house, Rep. 'Sam Rayburn. Texas, 
former speaker of the house. 


Big1 Job for Taft 


Taft is the only one of those 


four steering' committee heads who 
is: 


1. Mentioned now as a possible 


presidential candidate of his party 
in 194S. 


2. AJso head of a regular con- 


gressional committee. 
He's chair- 


man of the senate's new labor 
committee. 


Since passing labor laws is one 


of the most important facing this 
new congress, Taft will have a 
double job: 


1. His labor committee will whip 


up whatever labor bills the full 
senate votes on. 


2. As chairman nf the steering 


committee, he'll have to get his 
senate Republicans to vote for 
whatever 
his labor 
committee 


okays. " 


So he's in a spot to help or hurl 


any- political hopes he has.

"white 
elephants'' 
and settling 


down. 


Jay is a 28-year-old former lieu- 


tenant colonel in the air corps who 
won 
a Congressional 
Medal of 


Honer early in the southwest Paci- 
flc campaign. He piloted his crip- 
pled B-17 home from an important 
photographic reconnaissance and 
mapping mission after personally 
knocking down one of five Japa- 
nese fighters 
destroyed 
by 
his 


plane's guns from a force of twen- 
ty attackers. 


"I think I'm pretty well adjust- 


ed", said the ex-officer, a quiet 
young man with graying hair who 
now is an aeronautic power plant 
engineer with the Pratt and Whit- 
ney Aircraft corp. 


The bullet wounds in both his 


arms and legs have healed, and the 
limp and stiffness are going out of 
us left knee, pulped by a shell- 
ourst. Only a few of his fellow 
workers know that the neat small 
rosette in his lapel signifies the 
nation's highest award for battle 
•alor, and they had to do a lot of 
asking. 


Zeamer wants to forget every- 


;hing about the war except the 
friendships made in those days of 
'the closest comradeship I ever 
knew before or since". 


"When we used to lie in our 
:ents in the Pacific with the mos- 
quitoes feeding on us", he said, "I 
ihought that when I got home I 
would get me a boat, an airplane 
of my own. a house of my own- 
all the play toys you can't have in 
the army". 


Zeamer kept on thinking of 


Jiose things while doctors whittled 
at his knee in three operations and 
after he was back in Massachus- 
etts 
institute 
of 
Technology 


studying to be an aeronautical en- 
gineer. Then he got his job and 
;et about doing the things he had 
dreamed of. 


"I didn't think I was restless the 


way a lot of the fellows feel after 
coming 
back;", 
he said, "but I 


juess I was. I got mixed up in all 
rinds of things. I almost made a 


down payment o" an apartment 
house. Boy, am J glad 1 didn't! 
That would have been a crazy sit- 
uation to get into. 


"I sank $2,000 in a speedboat 


and lost the engine coming back in 
a storm from my first trip. 


"Now I'm ready , to sell it 
to 


somebody else and let them have 
the expense. I guess that's a read- 
justment. I've "got that out ot my 
system. 
But I'd always wanted 


that boat. 


"I ordered a big fancv automo- 


bile. 
I thought I might as well 


have a fling. But I had a chance 
to buy a smaller car and took it. I 
was luckv there, too. 


"I finally decided most of the 


things I thought I'd wanted were 
just white elephants. I've seen a 
lot of veterans get in too deep 
buying things they 
really didn't 


need.

ing care

Zeamer is feeling again the urge
